New York Education Chief 
Holds Discharge of Mrs. 
Pelxotto Was Uniawful.

Victory for Mother-Teacher. 

By the decision Mrs. Bridget Peixotto, a 
teacher who became a mother while ab- 
sent without leave and who was dis- 
missed by the New York City board of 
education for neglect of duty, was or- 


motherteacher appeals are expected

Mrs. Peizotto, who was dismissed th 
April, 1913, carried her cage to the courts 
and the Court of Appeals decided the 
determination of the question rested with 
the commissioner of education. 


“Married” Law Is Void.

THE CASE OF MR. MUNNENHOFY

quaintances of the writer, who was in 
Hamburg when the war broke out, and I 
know the circumstances connected with 
Mr. Munnenhoff’s case.
